ALBERTA MINE 
0 STILL CLOSED 


The miners and the operators of the 
Iberta Coalscompany’s mine at Cardiff, 
are as yetocunable to agre on a salis- 
factory basis of selilcment of the dif- 
ferences that were adjudicated upon 
by the conciliation board which meet 
at edmonton and Cardiff last week, The 
nimers are willing to go baek te work 
under eonditions recommended by the 
conciliation’ board although the board's 
report does not grant a cent of increase 
to contract miners. They refuse, low- 
ever, lo accept the mine manager's pro- 
posals that the men shall not have a 
committee to represent them and that 
the management shall have the right to 
discharge aman who has absented him- 
self from work for a period of one day, 
A proposal embodying these two con- 
ditions, and the additional one that the 
workman in the mine known as the 
“hooker-on"” reeeive $2.60 per day in- 
stead of $2.75 as recommended by the 
conciliation board was placed before 
the men oat the mine on Friday last. 
They refused to accept it and the mines 
were closed down imimdiately. 9 They 
are still closed and the men have been 
eiven fo undrstand that they are no 
longer in the employ of the company.

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Board of Trade Members Shipping Freight West of Edmon- 
ton Say Railway Facilities Are Disgraceful— Waba- 
mun and Lac Ste. Anne People Protest Also 


Conditions under which wholesalers ig eree is the exception, 


in Edmonton are forced to ship freight 
west to points along the G. T. P. are 
simply disgraceful, according to the 
testimony of prominent wholesalers at 
the regular monthly meeting of the 
board of trade yesterday afternoon. 
Inconveniences are first met with — in 
loading the freight on the ears in the 
city. Often it is necessary for the 
shippers to wait several hours before 
they can get to the cars in the yard 
with their drays. The railway com- 
pany does not supply men to assist in 
ims the freight on the cars, This 


must be done by the teamsters for the 
carlage companies, The result is that 
the freight is not loaded carefully and 
often arrives at its destination practic- 
ally valueless, There are no freight 
sheds in Edmonton through which to 
load the freight and as a consequence 

a teamster with a load of two or three 

different kinds of materials must ex- 

perience a delay in placing his dray at 
two or three different cars, ‘The ship- 
pers have to pay tor this delay.

(none of trade. Mr. Dowsett in speak- 
ing of the matter and relating the vari- 
ous disadvantages to whieh shippers 
are putin patronizing the G. T. P., said 
that while conditions with regard to 
the freight shipments over this line 
were disgraceful, the conditions at the 
C.N. RR. yards were little better fur the 
reason that the C, N. R. also is without 
freight sheds and it is necessary — to 
load freight al the car door and dis- 
tribute it from the wagons to the dif- 
ferent cars, 

The whole question was brought up 
as a result of the receipt of a number 
of communications from people in’ the 
territory tributary to the G. 'T. P, sla- 
tion of Wabamun, calling the attention 
of the board to the poor freight service 
the railway company was giving — to 
points between Edmonton and Edson. 

Wabamun is the distributing centre

others to whom freight is consigned 
have found the freight service to be 
very unsatisfactory.

MANY SETBACKS AND DRAWBACKS 
DELAYED WORK, BUT END 
Is IN SIGHT 


Strathcona, Dec, 13.—So much diffi- 
culty has attended the construction of 
the new trunk sewer In the east end 
this year that ratepayers generally 
have reached a conclusion that the un- 
dertaking will not be completed until 
next spring, From present appearances 
this idea is erroneous. Within the 
past month such excellent progress has 
been made on the big ditch that only 
a few more days will elapse before 
the pipes reach the present terminal 
point about two hundred fet south of 
the Mill Creek viaduct. 

The contract of pushing the line up 
the tortuous Mill Greek valley has been 
met with a variety of obstacles, all 
of which spelled delay but despite the 
setbacks this month will flnd the main 
line ready for business, a distance of 
over 9000 feet southward from the 
river bank outlet. At the present time 
about 250 workmen are laboring on the 
last lve hundred feet of ditch and an- 
other large force will go on the work 
tomorrow, bringing the number to over 
three hundred, ‘This extra gang will 
be taken from the Jateral extension 
work which has been nearly completed 
in the northwestern part of the city, 

The contractors, the Manley Con- 
struction company, have also to put in 
another 1000. feet of sewer in the east 
end which will connect Gainer's abba- 
foir wilh the trunk main. The entire 
foree of men will be put to work upon 
this last lap of their contract immedi- 
ately the main line is complete, 

Not alone by the wet season was the 
work delayed on this Mill Creek sewer, 
Stratas of rock have beset the trench- 
men along the last fifteen hundred feet 
of excavation and the difficulty of 
working through these formations has 
been considerable. Over a ton of blast- 
ing powder was used in last week's 
excavation alone, Frozen ground too 
has entered into the question but near, 
ly all the surface has been opened on 
the trunk system so that it will no 
longer interfere with digging in that 
part of the undertaking, 

On the whole the  eontract has 
reached a stage Where it may be view- 
ed with satisfaction by the ratepayers 
and at all events the long promised 
new line is now practically ready for 
supplying the east end with sewage 
facilities and is at a point where it 
may be extended next year to serve the 
districts further south,
